Dif- 
ficulty was experienced in locating 
the ship in the fog because her 
radio became crippled and she was 
unable to give radio bearings. 
Except for the helmsman, the 
third mate, the lookout and en- 
gine room shift, the crew was 
asleep when the ship struck. 

“It hit with such force that it 
almost threw us from our bunks,” 
said I. R. Miller of Portland, Ore., 
second assistant engineer, “I ran 
to the engine room to open safety 
valves so the boilers would not ex- 
plode. By the time I reached there. 
the engine room was under two 
feet of water.” 

With all the men off the vessel 
someone remembered the ship's 
two mascots,.a coal black cat and 
a bushy tailed angora.

WANTS TO FINISH 
PENDING PROJECTS 


Desires to Provide Jobs for 
Unemployed and to Im- 
prove Facilities «at Hos- 
pitals and Institutions. 


Mayor Miller today issued a 
statement in support of. his propo- 
sal for a bond issue of $23,750,000, 
to eomplete improvements begun 
but not finished under the $§7,000,- 
000 issue of 1923, and to provide 
work for the unemployed. The 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment recently refused to sanction 
the plan, Comptroller Nolte and 
President Neun of the Board of Al- 
derwen voting against the Mayor's 
proposal. 

“TIT am well aware of the present 
depression,” the Mayor said in his 
statement, “but see no reason why 
we should become panicky about 
it and delay doing what would be 
of great benefit to the unemployed 
at this particular time, and which 
must of necessity be done in the 
very near future.” 

The Mayor said that, in submit- 
ting his proposal, he had in mind 
not only completion of the pending 
improvements, and provision of 
work for the unemployed, but 
meeting the present need of hospi- 
talization for the infirm and men- 
tally afflicted. 

Cites Needs in Institutions. 

“We all realize,” he said, “the 
inadequate facilities of the city’s 
hospitals and _ institutions. The 
number of people in need of medi- 
cal attention, the aged and the 
mentally deficient, is ever increas- 
ing, and cannot be controlled by 
any act of man. We must prepare 
to take care of them. It is one of 
the first duties of a large city, in 
its own health protection, to pro- 
vide adequate hospitals and institu- 
tions. 

“While I did not initiate the 
1823 bond issue,” the Mayor says, 
“IT feel it my duty to carry out the 
wishes of the people when they 
voted the $87,000,000. Certain 
amounts were stipulated and voted 
on for each proposal, but it was 
never contemplated that the 
amount voted would be sufficient 
to complete each and every project. 

“For Memorial Plaza $6,000,000 
was voted, and $1,000,000 (of the 
$6,000,000) was designated (by city 
officials, not voters) as the amount 
to be used to construct a Memorial 
building. The site has been under 
condemnation for a number of 
years, and is about ready to be 
closed. These matters have practi- 
cally all been in court and gone 
over by commissions, or have been 
purchased directly by the Comp- 
troller, and we find that $6,000,000 
is not a sufficient amount. 

The Plaza Proposal. 

“A large portion of the property 

has already been purchased, so we 


are in the position of having part | 


of the property and not being able 
to obtain the balance for lack of 
funds. No money was provided 
for beautifying the Plaza or razing 
the buildings. Certainly the City of 
St. Louis, made famous by the pas- 
sage of the $87,000,000 bond issue, 
is not going to permit its Plaza to 
remain a mass of bricks, nor is it 
going to fail to complete the proj- 
ect.”” 

Unless the Mayor can win over 
one of the two other members of 
the Board of Estimate to his plan, 
no further action is possible now. 
No measure calling for a bond is- 
sue can be submitted to the voters, 
under the charter, without appro- 
val of the Board of Estimate. 
Comptroller Nolte and President 
Neun held that the present would 
not be an opportune time for sub- 
mitting such a proposal, aad that 
the cost of a special election, $40,- 
000 or more, would be wasted. 


JEFFERSON BARRACKS TROLLEY 
REMOVAL PLAN IS UNOPPOSED 


The application of the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. for authority to 
discontinue its Jefferson Barracks 
street car line was taken under ad- 
visement by the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission today following a 
brief hearing at City Hall. No one 
appeared in opposition to the com- 
pany’s petition. 

S. W. Greenland, vice president 
and general manager of the Public 
Service Co., said the letting of a 
contract by St. Louis County for 
paving of Broadway between the 
city limits and the entrance of Jef- 
ferson Barracks would necessitate 
relocation of the tracks and grades 
at a cost of about $125,000. Since 
the line did not earn more than 
enough to pay actual operating ex- 
penses, the company wished to 
avoid additional expense. 

Greenland said that instead of 
the two street cars now operated 
over the line, the company pro- 
posed to operate two busses, which 
he said would give better service 
because the bus station at the Bar- 
racks would be more. accessible 
than the street car station. Sev- 
eral property owners testified they 
favored the bus line. 

The street car line is 2.9 miles 
in length, extending from the 
southern end of the Broadway line

Both were placed under bond 
last week on concealed weapons 
charges and the police assume they 
need money for lawyers and pro- 
fessional bondsmen whose services 
are made necessary by the charges.

where the kidnapers told him to 
get out and walk for at least 15 
minutes.

Again, in April, 1925, he, Hecht 
and a niece, Miss Hecht, were hold 
up by four men, robbed and put out 
of the car.

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WORK URGED BY NORRS 


Nebraska Senator | Proposes 
That U. S. Spend That Amount 
to Aid Jobless. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 .-—— A $3,- 


000,000,000 #ederal road program 
was proposed today by Senator Nor- 
ris of Nebraska, a leader of the 


Republican Independents, to meet 
unemployment. 
Norris would raise .the funds 
bond issue and pay off these by in- 
creased rates of the higher brack- 
ets of income taxes and the estate 
tax He proposes the road program 
in place of charity, but-agrees that 
if charity is necessary this winter 
the Federal Government should 
meet its share? 

Returning to the capital - today 
from his home, Norris said the peo- 
ple of the Middle West were 
cheered somewhat by the good 
crops this year and the recent rise 
in prices, but he said there was 
‘very much dissatisfaction with 
President Hoover.” 

Disinclined to listen to sugges- 
tions that he enter the presidential 
race, Norris said “any man progres- 
sively inclined can beat Mr. Heov- 
er in the West.” He added a hope 
that religion would not be involved 
in any presidential race. 

“Difficult to Beat Hoover.” 
Norris agreed it would be diffi- 
cult to prevent the renomination of 
President Hoover, but said he had 
heard talk of a campaign to that 
end. 

“There is no general movement 
for anyone so far as I can see,” 
ne said, embracing in this both the 
Republican and Democratic parties. 
Norris declared his opposition to 
cancellation of war debts. On 
farm legislation he said he wanted 
to hear more about conditions and 
the needs of agriculture. He thinks 
the Farm Board has been “disap- 
pointing,” but he is ready to help 
it if. possible. 

Norris was enthusiastic over the 
employment possibilities of a na- 
tional road building program. 

“No legislation can be enacted 
that will prevent the necessity for 
relief for unemployment this win- 
ter,” he said. “We are going to 
have to depend on charity, I am 
afraid, but we should prepare the 
machinery for opening employ- 
ment next spring. ‘ 

“Our present law requires states 
to match appropriations with the 
Government on road building. It 
is impracticable for the states to 
do this now. 

“If we don’t raise the money to 
give work we are going to have to 
feed the people. We might as well 
have something to show for our 
money.” 

View of Navy League Row. . 

Condemning the procedure by 
which President Hoover appointed 
the commission to inquire into his 
dispute with the Navy League, 
Norris suggested that the Presi- 
dent accord the same right to citi- 
zens to select their own juries. 

“This last Hoover commission 
might result in a great innovation 
in our judicial procedure,” said 
Norris, who.is chairman of the Ju- 
diciary Committee. 

“We might call it the Hoover 
plan. I mean whenever a charge 
is made against a Government of- 
ficial that the official charged 
shall select the jury for his trial. 
It certainly will clear up court 
dockets and simplify conditions. 
We won't need any additional 
judges. There won't be any delay, 
little expense and it will help on 
ecenomy. 

“The trials of Albert B. Fall, 
Edward L. Doheny, Harry Sinclair 
and others certainly would have 
been. shortened under this plan. 
The whole thing is ridiculous. The 
people are laughing at it Of 
course the President shouldn't deny 
to any American citizen the same 
right which he exercises.”

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American Missionaries Ask for Escort Fol- 
lowing Clash Between Chinese City 
.- and Japanese Concession.

TIENTSIN, Nov. 9.—The fit-| 
teenth United States Infantry and 
treops of other foreign countries 
were standing by here today and 
Chinese troops from Lang Fang 
and other garrison centers were 
reported rushing to this city fol- 
lowing riots last night between the’ 
Japanese concession and the Chi- 
nese city. Tientsin itself is virtual- 
ly isolated. 

American missionaries occupying 
the mission which stands half way 
between the Japanese barracks 
and the south city applied for an 
escort to enable them to evacuate 
their exposed position safely. 

Chinese officials said they un- 
covered a plot with the arrest of 
eight men in civilian clothes last 
night before the rioting began. 
The men, they said, were captured 
in the east suburbs adjoining an- 
other part of the Japanese conces- 
sion and the arrest forewarned 
Chinese officials, who immediately 
called out the troops, police and 
militia and barricaded the en- 
trance to the concession. 

The eight arrested, they said, are 
affiliated with the Cu Man-fuites, 
who have been holding nightly 
conferences at the home of Wu 
Kwangi-sing, plotting the over- 
throw of Chang Hsueh-liang and 
the substitution of a government 
friendly to Japan. 

Chinese declare nearly 2000 
rebels gathered on the main road 
leading from the Japanese conces- 
sion to the city before the rioting 
began. The oity authorities, they 
said, made a show of resistance 
and this caused the rioters to 
change their plans and to decide 


to attack from the suburbs as well 
as from the concession. 


The rioters, they said, were a, 
secreted inside the concession and 
directed their attack against the 
south gate, which they took at 1 
a.m. The scattered firing during 
the night awoke inhabitants of the 
Chinese city but they at first 
thought it to be Japanese night 
maneuvers in the concession, - 

It!' appears that durir_ the ex- 
change of shots between police and 
rebels two Japanese soldiers in 
their own barracks were ‘:illed by 
stray bullets and the Japanese mili- 
tary demanded that the Chinese 
police withdraw to a point 300 
meters from the Chinese-Japanese 
boundary. 

The Chinese asked for a half 
hour in *vhich to comply but were 
unable to carry out the Liovement 
in the required time and, it is 
charged, a Japanese tank opened 
fire on the police. The Chinese 
police charge that two shells 
which dropped in front of the 
Chinese headquarters were fired 
from Japanese barracks. 

Bursts of machine gun fire were 
heard on the western outskirts of 
the city just before nightfall ard 
it appeared that the fighting be- 
tween Chinese police and a rebel 
force had been renewed. All dur- 
ing the day the police had made 
preparations for a renewal of the 
attack by the 2000 rebels. 

During 4he previous fighting the 
Japanese troops were reported to 
have sent 40 shells into the Chi- 
nese section, killing at least four 
Chinese and wounding 10 or more. 

Two American women stationed 
at the Methodist mission in the 
danger zone on the outskirts of 
the city were brought into town 
this evening and placed aboard an 
outgoing steamer.

here said one Japanese soldier was 
shot and killed by a stray bullet. 

A dispatch from Tientsin early 
today said the Japanese command- 
er had not yet determined éhe 
cause of the outbreak. 

“There are no signs,” said the 
War Office, “of either the (Chi- 
nese) Government or riotous troops 
assuming the offensive against 
Japanese soldiers at present, but 
the Japanese nevertheless are pre- 
pared to meet any emergency.” 

A message from the Japanese 
commander at Tientsin said the 
disturbance appeared to be due to 
“China’s internal troubles, in which 
Japanese military authorities have 
no intention to interfere. The gar- 
rison accordingly is observing strict 
neutrality.” 

The War Minister suggested that, 
in the event future developments’ 
should require it, an international 
army be organized in the Chinese 
city to protect foreign residents. 

Conversations Continue. 

A faint hope was sensed in offi- 
cial circles here that conversations 
in Paris between Aristide Briand, 
chairman of the League of Nations 
Council, and Kenkichi Yoshizawa, 
Japan’s representative in the 
League, might open the way to- 
ward peace. 

It was said, however, that the 
conversations could pe successful 
only “if Briand comes around to 
see Our viewpoint.” ° 

According to the reports here, 
Briand indicated a willingness to 
consider Japan’s contentions. It 
was authoritatively stated, how- 
ever, that there was only the barest 
possibility so far of any compro- 
mise, the stumbling block being the 
evacuation of Japanese troops from 
Manchurian points outside the Jap- 
aneseroperated South Manchurian 
Railway. 

Reports that League members 
might withdraw their diplomatic 
representatives from Japan as a 
means to coerce the latter into 
withdrawing troops from Manchu- 
ria were looked on by the Tokio

Rioting Isolates Tientsin| AT BFIIFVILLE DIE 


Former Mayor and Congress- 
man Gained Attention by 
Vigorous Editorial Style. 


Fred J. Kern, former Congress- 
man and former Mayor of Belle- 
ville, editor and publisher of the 
Belleville News-Democrat, died to- 
day of heart disease at his home, 
118 South Illinois street, Belleville. 


He was 67 yéars old and had been 


ill several weeks, 

Mr. Kern had recovered suffi- 
ciently to write editorials for his 
paper, and yesterday went auto- 
mobile riding with members of. his 
family, stopping to visit several 
friends. He suffered a stroke early 
today, his third attack, and died 
shortly before noon. . 

The funeral will be held at the 
home at 3:30 p. m. Wednesday, 
with burial in Walnut Hill Ceme- 
tery. 

Mr. Kern was born in Millstadt 
Township, and was one of four 
groups of children, 17 in all, in his 
parents’ household.. His father 
had been married previously, and 
had six children by the first mar- 
riage and three by the second, 
Fred J. Kern being the oldest in 
the second group. Mrs. Kern had 
also been married before, and had 
three children by her first mar- 
riage; also, she brought into’ the 
household her five stepchildren, 
the children of her first husband 
by his former marriage. 

“When our whole family was 
together,’ Mr .Kern related in an 
autobiographical sketch published 
last year, “it resembled a mass 
meeting. Names were in demand, 
and there had to be some duplicat- 
ing. The family already had a 
Fred, but that made no difference, 
and I was named Johannes Fred- 
erick.” He changed this name 
later to Fred J. He attended the 
parochial school of the Evangeli- 
cal Church in Milistadt, and 
worked on his father's farm, in a 
coal mine and a grocery. 

Starting out, still as a boy, to 
make his fortune, young Kern 
spent his last nickel to get across 
Eads Bridge to St. Louis. From 
the city he beat his way on freight 
trains to Arkansas, and get a job 
in @ sawmill at Gurdon, firing a 
boiler. He lost his left hand in 
an accident, and was obliged to 
return to his home. He decided to 
prepare himself for school teach- 
ing and entered a State normal 
school. He taught in St. Clair and 
Monroe Counties before going into 
newspaper work on the East St. 
Louis Gazette, 

In 1893 Mr. Kern and Fred W. 
Kraft, his associate on the Gazette. 
bought the Belleville News-Demo- 
crat and an affiliated German pa- 
per, the Belleviller Zeitung. Kraft 
later sold out his interest and re- 
turned to East St. Louis. 

As an editorial writer, Mr. Kern 
had a vigorous and at times a com- 
bative style. His comments on na- 
tional politics, and his denuncia- 
tions of prohibition, were widely 
read and copied because of their 
unsparing tone and occasional use 
of invective. The latest campaign 
in which he took an active part was 
in support of James Hamilton Lew- 
is for the Senate, against Mrs. Ruth 
Hanna McCormick, in 1930. 

Mr. Kern was chief enrollment 
engrossing clerk of the State Sen- 
ate at Springfield during Gov. Alt- 
geld’s administration. In 1898, 
1906 and 1902 he was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Congress in 
the Twenty-second District, and he 
was elected in 1900, serving one 
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term. He was elected Mayor in 
1903 and was re-elected four times, 
eerving 10 years. 

Gov. Dunne appointed Mr. Kern 
president of the State Board of Ad- 
ministration, which had supervi- 
sion over the State institutions. He 
held this place from 1913 to 1917. 

He is survived by his widow, who 
was Miss Alma Fredericka Eidman 
of Engelmann Township, before 
their marriage in 1893, and by two 
sons. Robert L. Kern is superin- 
tendent of the News-Democrat 
plant, and the younger son, Rich- 
ard P. Kern, is a student in the 
University of Illinois, and has 
worked as a reporter on the News- 
Democrat. Another son, Alfred E. 
Kern, who was city editor of the 
N..-s-Democrat, died in 1926. A 
biother, Charles C. Kern, lives at 
vs acenall, Mich, ;

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CHARGES DREISER 
ANDYOUNG WOMAN 
WITH MISCONDUCT 


Sworn Statement Placed Be- 


fore Grand Jury—Judge 
Suggests Indictment if 
Accusations Are True. 


By the Associated Press. 

PINEVILLE, Ky., Nov. 93.— 
Judge Jones today directed the Bell 
County grand jury in open court 
to investigate sworn charges that 
Theodore Dreiser, the novelist, and 
a young woman were guilty of mis- 
conduct while the writer was here 
with a committee of inquiry itn the 
Eastern Kentucky coal fields. 

Judge Jones in his charge to 
the grand jury, meeting in regular 
session, said witnesses swore to a 
warrant that Dreiser and a young 
woman lived together openly while 
here. The warrant was not served. 

“If these facts are true,” the 
Judge said, “I suggest that the 
grand jury indict them.” 

Judge Jones also said he was 
told a number of speeches on radi- 
calism were made while the 
Dreiser committee was in the coal 
fields. He urged the jurors to 
make an investigation to see if the 
State criminal syndicalism statute 
was violated and to return indict- 
ments if they were justified. 

Directing his attention again to 
the committee, he said they were 
“not entitled to the protection of 
the Constitution they seek to de- 
stroy.” 

“If the coal miners knew the 
real truth,” he said, “they would 
be the first to form a mob and 
deliver these radicals to the State 
line and tell them to keep out of 
the county.” 

Judge Jones criticised the com- 
mittee and said its visit here was 
intended merely for purposes of 


publicity. 

Judge Jones said Dreiser and the 
committee visited the toal fields 
seeking publicity to write books on 
which to “capitalize*on the poor 
miners.” He said they pretended 
to sympathize with the miners “just 
to fool them and dupe them into 
joining some communistic organi- 
zation.” 

“If I had been Governor and they 
asked me for a military escort I 
would have placed the National 
Guard at the Ohio River to see that 
Dreiser and hts gang did not cross 
into Kentucky,” the Judge said. 

Dreiser and his committee sep- 
arated in two groups today and 
ended their visit during which they 
held mass -.meetings and _  inter- 
viewed miners throughout the 
mountains. ° 

Orme group, headed by Dreiser, 
planned to return to New York and 
prepars a report which they said 
will be made public within 10 
days.

IN RIVER ACCIDENT

INUPSET-OF SKIFF

J. R. Schindler and Tony 
Brandt Jr., Release Hold 
on Overturned Boat Be- 
fore Aid Reaches Them.

MONASTERY FIRED 0 


One Killed and Many Wounded 
in Outbreaks at Burgos 
‘ and Palencia. 


By the Associated Press. 

BURGOS, Spain, Nov, 9%.-—A 
woman was killed and six other 
persons were wounded by bullets 
when civil guards charged a crowd 
that was stoning the windows of a 
monastery here yesterday. 

The trouble started soon after 
the arrival of a train from Palen- 
cia, where delegations met to or- 
ganize a movement for revision of 
the proposed Spanish constitution. 


By the Associated Press. 

PALENCIA, Spain, Nov. 9%.— 
Blows of hostile factions greeted 
15,000 Catholics and extreme right 
Republicans, who gathered here 
yesterday from three Basque prov- 
inces to form a “constitution re- 
vision party.” 

Nine persons were wounded, in- 
cluding a priest, a woman and a 
policeman, in running fights which 
began when the incoming delega- 
tions were attacked as they ar- 
rived. 

Syndicalists and Socialists labor- 
ers, who had declared a walkout 
when the Government granted per- 
mission for the mass meeting, sta- 
tioned themselves at railway and 
highway entrances to the city. Oc- 
cupants of automobiles and rail- 
way coaches arriving from the out- 
side were stoned and clubbed by 
large groups. 

Strikers attempted to uncouple 
cars from the trains and set fire 
to them, but strong detachments of 
civil guards prevented them. 

Two automobiles were burned, 
however, one when the occupant 
fired a revolver in an attempt to 
avert attack and the other when 
the occupant displayed a weapon. 

Civil guards, police and troops 
fought off the hostile forces when 
they attempted to break up. the 
meeting, and made numerous ar- 
rests, but the orators within the 
hall were undisturbed. 

Speakers praised “the Catholic 
spirit of the country” and - said 
the constitutional assembly’s recent 
approval of measures affecting the 
church and religious orders did not 
reflect the real feeling of the na- 
tion.

MISSOURI STATE LIFE 
VOTING TRUST SOUGHT 


Effort to Be Made to Keep Con- 
trol of Company in 
St. Louis. ; 


An effort is being made to keep 
control of the Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co. in St. Louis, through 
a voting trust agreement. A group 
of minority interests here, headed 


by E. D. Nims, chairman of the 
boards of Missouri State Life and 
the Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., which has been active in the 
management, is back of the voting 
trust plan. 

Letters, signed by Nims, were 
sent to all stockholders Saturday, 
requesting deposit of stock with the 
St. Louls Union Trust Co. as agent 
by Dec. 10. The trust agreement 
will not be effective unless 100,000 
shares or more are deposited, but 
persons familiar with the situation 
say the plan may be defeated unless 
a minimum of 250,001 shares, giv- 
ing absolute control, is deposited in 
the trust. The company has 500,- 
000 shares, all outstanding, at $19 
par value. 

The fight for control is directed 
against the Inter-Southern Life In- 
surance Co, of Louisville, which 
owns the largest bloc of Missouri 
State Life stock—147,900 shares, or 
29 per cent. The Inter-Southern 
company is controlled outright by 
M. J. Dorsey of Chicago. The other 
71 per cent is owned by 4241 hold- 
ers, including officers, agents and 
employes,of Missouri State Life. 
“For some months,’ says Nims’ 
letter, “it has been quite evident 
to those in close touch with the af- 
fairs of the company that there was 
need of the holders of a majority 
of its stock adopting some plan 
which would assure concerted ac- 
tion and representation for them, 
and at the same time stabilize the 
direction and management of the 
company. There are important 
matters of management and policy 
that must be decided soon.” Nims 
added that the proposed plan would 
stabilize control and management 
for meeting present problems and 
to attain the greatest future possi- 
bilities. 

30,000 Shares Deposited. 
Officers of Missouri State Life 
Said 30,000 to 40,000 shares prob- 
ably had been deposited in the 
trust already, although receipt be- 
gan Only today. The trustees are 
Nims, Frank O. Watts, chairman of 
the board of the First National 
Bank; James R. Leavell, president 
of the Continental-Illinois Bank & 
Trust Co., Chicago; Frank K. Hous- 
ton, first vice president of the 
Chemical Bank & Trust Co., New 
York, and Paul M. Davis, president 
of the American National Bank, 
Nashville, Tenn. They would serve 
without compensation, and Nims 
said their expenses, which would be 
charged against dividends or pro 
rated among stockholders, would be 
negligible, 

Missouri State Life has 13 direc- 
tors, of whom Inter-Southern Life 
named four by virtue of its stock 
holding. TRe Inter-Southern 
group, it was learned, has desired 
to replace Hillsman Taylor of 8t. 
Louis as president of Missouri 
State Life, but the Nims group has 
stood by Taylor. Ordinarily, the 
Inter-Southern holding would be 
large enough to give a working 
control. 

Missouri State Life, which is 29 
years old, has about $1,250,000,000 
insurance in force and its assets 
and liabilities balance in excess of 
$155,000,000. It has a $3,000,000 
surplus in addition to its $5,000,000 
capital. While it has a consider- 
able volume of cash on hand, the 
directors in September and Octo- 
ber have refrained from acting on 
the usual dividend of 3 per cent a 
quarter, which was due Oct. 1. 
Conditions of business and mor- 
tality were deemed by officers to 
make this advisable. The last quo- 
tation on the stock, officers said. 
was $10.75 a share bid and $11.59 
asked. It is not listed on stock ex- 
changes and has an inactive mar- 
ket. Book value is said to be be- 
tween $15 and $16 a share. The 
trustees propose to list voting 
trust certificates on stock ex- 
changes.

Action Brought Up to Date. 

“Many of the legal groups which 
have recently acted,” said Davis, 
“have merely brought up to date 
a@tion taken by them in previous 
years. The New York City Bar 
Association has discussed the ques- 
tion at several meetings. The San 
Francisco Bar Association has taken 
two referenda on the,question. A 
number of the associations that 
have acted have done much more 
than simply pass a resolution. The 
Cleveland Bar Association, after 
thorough-going discussion of the 
}question itself, organized a speak- 
ers’ bureau to furnish speakers 
without charge to local organiza- 
tions interested in informing their 
members upon the merits of the 
court question and the present stat- 
us of the negotiations leading to the 
adherence of the United States. 

“I personally know of no state, 
city, county or local bar association 
anywhere in the United States,” 
Davis said, “whose formal action 
has resulted in the expression of 
opposition to the adherence of the 
United States to the World Court. 
In addition to the New York City, 
the Cleveland and the San Fran- 
cisco Bar Associations, city bar as- 
sociations in New Orleans, Denver, 
Chattanooga and LittJe Rock have 
expressed their belief that the Sen- 
ate should complete our entrance 
into the Court this winter. 

“Since the spring of this year 
alone, the Virginia, Texas, Louisi- 
ana, Arkansas, Oregon, Vermont 
and Missouri Bar Associations have 
called upon the Senate to ratify 
the protocols. The Vermont Bar 
Association, with only two sessions, 
devoted the whole of one of them 
to a discussion of the World Court 
situation, opening the meeting to 
the public because of its realization 
that this question ought to be wide- 
ly discussed and more generally 
understood. The Arkansas Bar 
Association has not failed, at its last 
four annual meetings, to urge Sen- 
ate action. The Connecticut, Min- 
nesota, New York, Tennessee, Ohio, 
Mississippi, Nebraska and New Jer- 
sey Bar Associations are others that 
have called upon the Senate to rat- 
ify the protocols. 

“It would take too long to enum- 
erate all the county bar associa- 
tions that have already dealt with 
the World Court question or those 
which, becawse of their expectation 
that the question will be settled 
this winter, have scheduled meet- 
ings this winter for discussion of 
the World Court treaties. Six coun- 
ty bar associations in New Jersey 
alone have already dealt with the 
question or intend to; in the state 
of Washington three have meet- 
ings on the Court scheduled; the 
Findlay Bar Associafion in Ohio 
the Starke County Association if 
Indiana, the Throckmorton County 
Association in Texas, the Twin 
Falls Bar Association in Idaho and 
the Cascade County Association in 
Montana intend te discuss the 
question at coming meetings. 

Many 
of these county bar associations 
have appointed special committees 
to report on the World Court pro- 
tocols to their members; others 
have scheduled debates; still oth- 
ers have, through their directing 
Boards, submitted resolutions to 
the full organization. 
“The dévelopment of 
procedure by a permanent court 
for the adjudication of interna- 
tional disputes will inevitably ih- 
terest all lawyers who are genuine- 
ly concerned in the vast problem 
of the development of international 
law. I believe it can be demon- 
strated that the legal groups of the 
country have shown a fairly con- 
tinuous and vigorous interest in 
this whole question from the time 
of the First Hague Conference 32 
years ago, when ,our. delegates 
urged the other nations of the 
world to establish just such a world 
court as has now been working 
successfully for nine years. It 
seems to me the members of the 
Senate cannot fail to take account 
of the fact that a body of compe- 
tent legal opinion, repréSénting all 
sections of the country, now, after 
formal consideration of the merits 
of the question, is urging the Sen- 
ate to complete our entry into the 
Court by ratification of the pend- 
ing protocols. The emphatic rec- 
ommendation of these legal groups 
proceeds from a conviction that to 
refuse ratification of the protocols 
and thus to defeat the adherence 
of the United States to the Court 
is to deny a traditionally American 
ideal, to disregard the recommen- 
dations of both national parties, 
and to invalidate the Senate's own 
action of 1926 providing for our 
entrance into the World Court on 
the conditions that are now satis- 
fied by the pending treaties.”

ASSERTS MACHINE Ab 
NEEDS CHIEF ENGINEER 


Stuart Chase Says Civilization 
Is Going to Wreck for Want 
. of Guidance. 


Between the “Frankenstein Cho- 
rus” that cries, “Away with the 
machine and all its devil's work” 
and the “brave brass band led by 
Henry Ford” for more and bigger 
and better machines “to liberate 


mankind,’ there is still a third and 
perhaps a happier alternative, 
Stuart Chase, former accountant, 
Connecticut farmer, famous econo- 
mist and author, said last night in 
the Liberal Forum of the Y. M. H. 
A., Union boulevard and Enright 
avenue. 

That, he said, was the controlled 
machine. Reciting the magnificent 
list of the machine's assets for hu- 
manity, and the currently stagger- 
ing list of its liabilities, he reduced 
most of its faults to the conse- 
quences of haphazard, undirected 
use, rather ¢han a native vicious- 
ness of the machine itself. 

It was, Chase remarked, as 
though a great number of expert 
technicians, with a baby-kissing po- 
litical leader but without a chief 
engineer, had to devise their own 
means of crossing the ocean, all in 
the same boat. Each group turned 
out a masterpiece of its own spe- 
cialty—a hull, a small boiler, a 
great engine, a pretty little pro- 
peller, an enormous. siren, Sy- 
baritic swimming pools, too few 
bunks—without any correlation 
whatever between the retiring parts 
or the various crews. 

The engine twisted the propellor 
to bits. The siren, as on Mark 
Twain's steamboat, stopped the en- 
gine. Once in a while the ruggedly 
individualistic crews happened to 
work together. The ship made a 
little progress, and the voyageurs 
congratulated themselves upon 
prosperity. But soon — perhaps 
about the time the siren began to 
bleat its paean—they got out of 
step again, as now, “When the ship 
seems to be running round in cir- 
cles with a storm in sight.”’ 

Must Have “Chief Engineer.” 

“We've got to redesign the ship, 
with a proper working relation be- 
tween its parts and a trained staff 
to run it,”’ he said. “If we're go- 
ing to have a mechanical civiliza- 
tion, we're got to control it. It 
can’t be allowed to drift aimlessly 
without eventually wrecking it.” 

That control, he elucidated, 
would have to be a correlation of 
industry by some such “chief en- 
gineer” as the War Industries 
Board. Its plan for the future 
would have to be governed by the 
application of the intelligence, and 
not by fantastic ritual before such 
fetishes as “rugged individualism” 
or “free competition”; or by effigy- 
burning of such scarecrows as 
“Government in business’’ or “the 
octupus of Wall street.” 

And he said, in response to a 
question, that he believed “the 
ablest brains to be found are in 
American industry today’’—not 
banking—‘“and this is.a job for 


brains.”” Industrialists, he said, 
were thinking “very laird” and 
turning out concrete aid  states- 


manlike plans, but he doubted that 
business could do it all alone. The | 
mass of the people, he reasoned, | 
vould have to be educated to the. 
importance of “meshing the mil- 
lion cogs of modern life’’; labor 
would have something to do with 
it, and so would Government. 
Government’s Part in Job. 

Just what he considered Govern- 
ment might have to do he made 
plain in response to a question 
about the conservation of fuel re- 
sources. It was for the experts 
of the industries to co-ordinate 
them and stop competitive wastes— 
“and then if we only left it to 
the coal and oil men, to run up 
the price, that is where Govern-'| 
ment would have to step in.” He 
was “intrigued,” he said, by the) 
idea of trying out the excess profits 
tax as the sole means of Govern- 
ment control, since it had the fas- 
cinating possibility of elminating 
all sorts of bureaucratic complica- 
tions. 

Among the assets of machine civ- 
ilization he listed higher living 
standards, shortened working hours 
“by three per day in a generation,” 
less brute work, less superstition, 
less physical cruelty, less hatred of 
the alien, lengthened life “by seven 
or eight years in a generation.” 

First on the red ink side of the 
machine ledger was mechanized 
warfare, followed by the unprece- 
dented practice of “living on eco- 
nomic capital” or wasting natural 
resources; the “Robot of flesh and 
blood,” which he considered “‘over- 
played by the Frankenstein chorus” 
and steadily mitigated by the ad- 
vance of the machine age itself: 
social standardization of everyone's 
main streets, fashions and gadgets 
and “keeping up with the Joneses”: 
the “more serious” speed, stress, 
strain, noise and dirt imposed on 
people “who go from places where 
they would rather .0t work to 
places wherc they would rather not 
live;” the decline of mental health,

This life-long practice of inter- 
viewing the interviewer, unretard- 
ed by the years, has been a major 
factor in making the  Justice’s 
mind a storehouse of vital informa- 
tion at which his associates on the 
Supreme Court marvel. An OoOm- 
nivorot~ reader as well, ranging 
currently from Tacitus and works 
on the Italian Renaissance to 
newspapers and magazines, Justice 
Brandeis rarely loses anything that 
crosses his mind. His memory is 
so extensive and nearly infallible 
that reports of it sound legendary. 

Instances of His Memory. 

A frequent example of it in ac- 
tion is his delivery of opinions 
from the bench without a note to 
guide him. Perhaps the most 
famous instance of this was his 
delivery of the O'Fallon Railroad 
opinion, some 60 pages long, in 
1929. Repeatedly newspaper cor- 
respondents have sat in the Su- 
preme Court following Justice 
Brandeis’ printed opinion closely 
to see if they could catch him in 
a deviation from it. They never 
have. 

Less familiar are such instances 
as that of a former Secretary who 


was dispatched by the Justice to! 


the Congressional Library to trace 
down a book of a certain color by 
an obscure author which was pub- 
lished 40 years ago. A letter of in- 
quiry to the Justice on a certain 
phase of the public franchise prob- 
lem recalled the book to his mind. 
When the secretary handed it to 
Justice Brandeis he asked him if 
he knew it well. The Justice re- 


plied that a review copy. crossed 


his desk when it was published 40 
years previous and that he 
thumbed it casually then. He had 
not seen it since, but remembered 
that one of the chapters dealt with 
the subject about which he had 
been asked in the letter. 

One might suppose that a mind 
equipped with a memory of such 
precision would imply personal 
coldness in fits possessor. The sup- 
position would be wrong. Justice 
Brandeis is a man of warm human 
sympathies.

The Justice has always been an 
intense individualist. Born in 1856, 
in Louisville, Ky., with an aboli- 
tionist merchant father and aboli- 
tionist lawyer uncle as heroes, his 
family went to Europe soon after 
the Civil War and he was placed 
in a school in Dresden. “German 
paternalism got on my nerves,” he 
wrote of this experience many 
years later. “One night, for in- 
stance, coming home late and find- 
ing I had forgotten my key, I whis- 
tled up to awaken my roommate; 
and for this I was reprimanded by 
the police. This made me home- 
sick. In Kentucky you could whis- 
tle.” 

Determined to become a lawyer. 
contrary to his father’s wishes that 
he have an academic career, Jus- 
tice Brandeis was forced to work 
his way through the Harvard Law 
School because of reverses suffered 
by his father in the panic of 1873. 
At the end of two years the Har- 
vard authorities suspended the 
rules to permit him to take a de- 


hgree at the age of 20, with a rec- 


ord whose brilliance, without pre- 
ceding college training, has not 
been equaled since, according to 
Dean Pound of the law school. 

At 22 he began his practice in 
Boston in partnership with Samuel 
A. Warren. He prospered as a 
corporation lawyer, but soon left 
that field to embark upon a long 
advocacy of causes in what he 
deemed the public interest, gener- 
ally without remuneration. This 
advocacy quickly focused nation- 
wide attention upon him. The

ARGENTINE CONSERVATIVE 
LEADS FOR THE PRESIDENCY 


*’t Be Tabulated 
for Three Weeks; Opponent 
Charges Fraud.

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 9$.—Re- 
turns from several towns in En- 
trerios Province available today 
gave Augustin P. Justo, Conserva- 
tive candidate for President, a long 
lead over his opponent, Lisandro 
de La Torre, in yesterday’s na- 
tional elections. Argentina counts 
the vote slowly and it may be three 
weeks before the task is completed. 

Charges of fraud were made by 
the campaign committee of de La 
Torre, Leftist candidate, at a meet- 
ing last night. The committee said 
De La Torre followers were intimi- 
dated and deprived of secrecy in 
voting. Minister of Interior Pico 
said all complaints had been re- 
ferred to provincial officials for in- 
vestigation. 


800 HITLERITES ARE ARRESTED 


Taken to Police Headquarters for 
pyc po mea Uniform.

KOENIGSBERG ‘Germany, Nov. 


9.—About 800 National Socialists, 
including Erich Koch, a member 
of the Reichstag, wére arrested for 
wearing the Fascist uniform yes- 
terday, but were released after 
their names had been recorded at 
police headquarterks. Corraled at 
a Fascist flag dedication, they 
sing Nazi songs and shouted ‘Hail, 
Hitler!” as they were being taken 
to headquarters ina fleet of 
trucks. The wearing of the Fas- 
sist uniform is prohibited in Prus- 
sia.

MAGDEBURG, Germany, Nov. 
9.—Several hundred communists 
stormed the National Socialist 
headquarters Saturday night in 
Schoenbeck, seriously wounding 
one person in an exchange of 
shots.

Jugo Slav Government Re-elected.

BELGRADE, Nov. 9.—The Gov- 
ernment, as was expected, won a 
sweeping victory in yesterday's elec- 
tions, according to returns available 
today.

The vote averaged 70 
per cent of that registered for the 
entire country.

HOOVER DEMANDED 
PUBLIC CORRECTION 


Many Congressional Lead- 
ers Inclined to Regard 
President’s Controversy 


as Mistake.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9. — The 

capital today was digesting the 

voluminous report of the Hoover 


committee, which held that Wil- 
liam Howard Gardiner, president of 
the Navy League, had _ uttered 
“many inaccuracies, false assump- 
tions and erroneous conciusions” in 
his attack on the administration's 
naval policy. 

The President is waiting for Gar- 
diner to make a “public correction 
of his inisstatements and an apol- 
ogy” for charging the President ts 
“abysmally ignorant” of naval af- 
fairs. 

Gardiner, in New York, has indi- 
cated he will study the report close- 
ly before saying anything. 

Friends of his here, unwilling to 
be quoted, doubted that any apol- 
ogy would be forthcoming. Their 
attitude did not indicate that the 
committee report would be accept- 
ed as the last word. 

Political Leaders’ Attitude. 

The politicians of the capital had 
nothing to say. Many leaders in 
regardiess of party or 
naval policy, have shown B belief 
that the controversy has “been a 
mistake—an incident which should 
never have happened. 

There is a p-~_ ibility; however, 
that Congress will look into fhe 
matter when it meets i . December. 
There have been grum' lings from 
big Navy advocates at some of the 
cuts the President proposes to make 
in naval exp ditures. Chairman 
Hale of the Senate Naval Commit- 
tee and Representative Britten of 
Illinois, chairman of the last House 
Naval Committee, have joined in 
proposing a building program 
which is outside the bounds of 
the President's list of suggested 
expenditures. 

Representative French of Idaho, 
first exception in congressional! 
ranks, denounced Gardiner’s  at- 
tack on the President as “mali- 
cious."’ Chairman for the past eight 
years of the naval appropriations 
subcommittee of the House, French 
returned yesterday from the dis- 
armament discussions at Geneva. 

“No one can read the statement 
of Mr. Gardiner for the Navy 
Leazue and the report of the com- 
mittee of which Mr. Hammond 
was chairman, without realizing 
that Mr. Gardiner and his associ- 
ates deserve the excoriation that 
they received,” said French. 

“Having in mind the sound pol- 
icy of the President and the rea- 
sonable naval construction that is 
going forward, the issue right now 
becomes larger than the Navy 
a and resolves itself into 
whether or not the country shall 
have regard for actual naval needs 
and for the burdens of taxation 
that rest upon the people, as_ the 
President insists, or, ignoring na- 
tional welfare, turn the Treasury 
over to the. exploitation of those 
who have personal ends to serve 
—navy yards and shipbuildere, air- 
craft and munitions manufactur- 
ers, and to some extent officers 
who are blinded by personal inter- 
est in seeking their own ends. 

Misleading Propaganda. 

“The statement of Mr. Gardiner 
rests upon distorted tables 
unsustained premises. The 
truth was available to Mr. Gardi- 
ner. When an organization that 
prates patriotism sinks to the level 
of issuing the type of propaganda 
that the Navy League has issued, 
faith in any legitimate reason for 
its existence is challenged.” 

Should Gardiner refuse to apolo- 
gize, he doubtless would consult 
with the Executive Committee 
which gave him a 7 to 1 vote of 
confidence in the controversy. That 
vote came an hour before the Hoo- 
ver committee, composed of John 
Hays Hammond, chairman; Ad- 
miral Hugh Rodman, retired; Eliot 
Wadsworth of Boston, Undersecre- 
tary Castle and Agsistant Secretary 
Jahncke, started work. 

The League Commitee might re- 
consider its previous action, but it 
had one indirect reference to the 
Hoover investigation in its state- 

ment then. It volunteered its own 
records to any impartial group that 
would throw “much needed light” 
on the present naval policy. As it 
met ‘it encountered the already 
formed general opinion that the 
Hoover grovp would describe os 
false much that Gardiner had said.

Did Edison Toil in Vain? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
T HE world mourns the passing of 


Thomas A. Edison, the world’s most 

useful citizen. President Hoover attri- 
buted our nation’s unparalleled progress 
to the fact that we had an Edison. How- 
ever, that was before we had learned that 
labor-saving machines were a curse and 
not a blessing. That was beforo we had 
learned that labor-saving machines fill 
the nation with mil.ions of half clad, 
hungry, penniless and homeless men and 
women. That was before we had learned 
an abundance of meat and bread would 
force many to go hungry, and that an 
abundance of wool and cotton would in- 
crease the army of the scantily clad; that 
the ranks of homeless would be multi- 
plied by cheap lumber. 

If our present ills are due to over- 
production made possible by labor-saving 
inventions, then indeed the future is 
without hope and the great brain of 
Edison toiled in vain. If too many 
fields have been opened by science and as 
a result millions are on the verge of 
starvation, who is more responsible than 
the tireless Edison? Shall we destroy 
the electrical bulb in order to give work 
to the candle makers and to make a 
market for tallow? Shall we look upon 
Fulton as an enemy to society for having 
given us the steamboat? Shali we refuse 
to honor Morse, who gave us the tele- 
graph? Have we erred in honoring 
Whitney for having given us the cotton : 
gin? Howe invented the sewing ma- 
chine that the tired fingers of women 
might rest. Shall wre cease to honor 
Fulton, Morse, Whitney, Howe and Edi- 
son? Without these illustrious inven- 
tors, the world would be groping in 
darkness, without the comforts that. we 
are now enjoying. Shall we abandon 
the cotton gin, the reaper, the tractor, 
the drill, the corn planter, the threshing 
machine, in order that the farmers may 
produce less? 

The theory that we have too much 
wealth and that the remedy is to turn the 
wheels of progress backward is not 
worthy of consideration. The great 
Edison is gone, but his contribution to 
the worid’s progress will remain with us 
throughout all time. Someone, I know 
not who, will take his place and we will 
continue to invent machines that will in- 
crease our mastery over the elements. We 
are, in my opinion, at the very threshold 
of the age of inventions, such as the 
world has never known. Every invention 
that lessens toil and increases leisure is 
a blessing, not a curse. Judged by this 
standard, Edison was indeed the world's 
most illustrious and useful citizen. He 
left the world better than he entered it, 
and his name will never fade from 
American history.

LIGHT AHEAD. 

It was inevitable that after hard times had 
their force there should be light abead. 
light ahead, both with respect to our material 
tunes and our understanding of the causes 
contributed te the universal depression. 

Recovery in our materia! fortunes is too gradual 
to do anything more than reassure us as to the 
future. It has begun where recovery from all such 
depressions has begun, in the prices of agricultural 
products. In the past month $100,000,000 has been 
added to the value of the cotton crop, $200,000,000 to 
the wheat crop, and $300,000,000 to the corn crop. 
Meanwhile, oil has gone up 15 cents a barrel. The re- 
covery will communicate itself in time to the great 
basic industries, as it is already making itself felt 
in steel, textiles, railroading and automobile man- 
ufacture. Mass production has had to wait for the 
purchasing power of the country to emerge from 
saturation. We have always said that the symbol 
of our industrial ills is the two-pants suit. The sec- 
ond pair of pants is at last growing thin, and the 
tailor is sharpening his eager shears. 

While we are waiting for the national economy to 
recover from the abuses heaped upon it both by na-

far we have understood the universality of this re- 
markable economic phenomenon. Since history had 
rever known such a world as that which has come 
so dangerously near to a collapse, there is no prece- 
dent by means of which we may understand it. The 
period after the Napoleonic wars, bad as it was, 
was not like that which followed the World War. 
In the first instance, there remained a vast undevel- 
oped region in which the manufactured products of 
‘the warring nations could be marketed. The British 
claims against the Continent were paid for in manu- 
factures, which the British in turn sold over the 
seven seas. In the second instance, this obvious way 
to recovery was closed. A world that had been eager 
to buy in the first instance raised in the second 
the dreadful shibboleth of dumping. 

After the International Chamber of Commerce con- 
vention at Washington last spring, the visiting Brit 
ish delegation undertook to return with a diagnosis 
of the world’s malady. This diagnosis was reprinted 
in the Post-Dispatch of last Saturday. It lists the 
causes of international depression as follows: 

1. An uneven expansion of productive capacity— 
agricultural, mining and industrial. 

2. The existence of international debts. 

3. The post-war policy of high customs tariffs. 

4. The uneven distribution of gold stocks. 

The effect of the first.was almost as obvious in 
individuals as it was in industries. Virtually every- 
thing and everybody expanded and in time was de 
flated. Nobody questions that. To be sure of it, we 
have only to recall our own expansion in the United 
States when the warring nations of Europe deluged 
us with their gold, and the immensely increased 
tempo of life induced by that enrichment... It was 
so to a degree all over the world. The effect of 
the second and third was to paralyze all international 
trade. That is, we demanded that Germany pay 
for the war and deprived her with the tariff of the 
only possible means she had of so doing. The effect 
of the fourth was to drain off from the world its only 
international medium of exchange. 

We blush to admit that what this eminent dele- 
gation of British experts makes of thé situation is 
only what we have made of it from the outset. Noth- 
ing could have kept the world from going spend- 
thrift after the great war had so enriched its bene 
ficiaries. But we did fight the war debts, and we 
fought the tariff. We have repeatedly pointed out

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SPAIN’S ANTI-WAR MEASURE. 

The Spanish Cortes, in its work of building a new 
constitution, has taken a remarkable step in forward- 
ing the cause of peace. This is to write Spain’s 
adherence to the League of Nations into the funda- 
mental code, together with a provision that Spain 
cannot go to war unless the dispute has been sub- 
mitted to Geneva for arbitration and the League has 
consented to hostilities. Also, Spain will make no 
treaties without the League’s consent. This is fur- 
ther than any nation has previously gone in support 
of the League. It is absolute submission to that 
body’s wisdom, without any evasions about defensive 
wars or protection of national interests. Such ideal- 
ism is as praiseworthy as it is rare. Could all the 
major Powers be persuaded to a similar view, there 
would be no doubt as to the League’s efficacy with- 
out formal power to enforce its decisions. Since 
it is impossible to vision such idealism on a world- 
wide scale, the proponents of Article X still have 
a valid cause. 

Spain's close co-operation with the League is sig- 
nificant. This is the same nation that in 1926 gave 
notice of withdrawal, due to a dispute over a per- 
manent Council seat, and reconsidered only a few 
months before its resignation would have taken ef- 
fec& At the present Council session, Spain's For- 


eign Minister, Lerroux, is nominal chairman, but, 


in his enforced absence, Briand acts in his stead. 
The credit for Spain’s change of front rests with 
the enlightened new regime, and particularly with 
Salvador de Madariaga. He is now a delegate at the 
Council, and will soon assume his post as Ambassa- 
dor to the United States. De Madariaga in his writ- 
ings has moved mountains in support of the League, 
and, now that the revolution has catapulted him into 
the forum of statesmanship, he is continuing the 
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AN EXHIBIT OF GREED. . 

The zeal which the United States Steel Corporatio 
has always shown for its stockholders was again In 
evidence last month, when the board of directors de- 
clared a dividend of $1 a share on the corporation's 
common stock. Durinr the third quarter of the year, 
for which the dividend was paid, the company earned 
nothing on its common stock. In fact, it earned only 
88 cents toward the $1.75 payment on its preferred 
stock. So that, in order to pay dividends, the corpo 
ration was compelled to dip into its surplus to the 
tune of $11,822,372. 

This solicitude for the holders of U. 8S. Steel stock 
is in dramatic contrast to the corporation’s policy to 
ward its salary and wage earners. Last August, reduc- 
tions of 10 to 15 per cent were made in the pay of all 
salaried employes and, effective Oct. 1, the corpora- 
tion gave the signal for similar action throughout 
the country by announcing a wage cut of approxi- 
mately 10 per cent, “for the purpose of better meet- 
ing prevailing unsatisfactory conditions in the in 
dustry.” 

Let us see what happened earlier in the year: At 
the end of the first quarter, the steel business was 
so bad that the corporation earned only 5 cents a 
share on its common stock. It paid a dividend of 
$1.75 per share by dipping into surplus to the extent 
of $14,763,240. For the second quarter, business was 
even worse. The sale of a heat, light and water 
plant in Gary, Ind., netted $7,160,966, but the net in- 
come from steel operations was only $230,389. The 
directors decided to cut the dividend rate from $1.75 
to $1, but to pay the preferred dividend of $1.75 and 
the reduced common dividend. Again the surplus 
was resorted to, for $7,617,856. 

Thus, for the first three quarters of 1931, the Steel 
Corporation has taken from its surplus for the pur- 
pose of paying dividends the sum of $34,203,468. 
Never mind. It is estimated that the wage and sal- 
ary cuts will save the company more than $25,000,000. 

Exploiting its wage earners to benefit its stock- 
holders has been a characteristic of the U. S. Steei 
Corporation ever since it was founded. The corpora- 
tion, guided for many years by the unctuous Judge 
Gary, was the last industry of any importance to 
cling to the medieval 12-hour day, which was aban- 
dened only ‘about 10 years ago upon the urgirg of 
no less a person than the President of the United 
States. The corporation never permitted its men 
to organize independently and enjoy the hard-won 
principle of collective bargaining It offered them 
merely the sop of company unions, meaning company- 
dominated unions. 

On the reverse side of the medal, the corporation,

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THEIR OWN FAULT. 

For months the congressional redistricting muddle 
has made the name of Missouri notorious in political 
circles. Now it appears that Illinois, which has 
ignored redistricting for 30 years, is to join hands 
across the river. Circuit Judge Shurtleff, former 
Speaker in the Illinois Legislature, has issued an 
injunction restraining Secretary of State Stratton 
from accepting petitions of candidates from the new 
congressional districts. His charge is that the Legisla- 
tures remapping is not in accordance with equal 
representation, and in support he cites the fact that, 
while the average population of lIllinois districts 
should be 280,000, the new law gives the Fifth Dis- 
trict 521,000 and the Seventeenth only 158,730.

foreign and Spanish eyes what led to 

such a surprisingly simple change of gov- 
ernment in old-fashioned Spain. Within 
a few hours, a nation that was considered 
the citadel of monarchism suddenly became 
a republic, without the least disturbance to 
public order. Everything happened as nat- 
urally as if one were pulling off a glove. 

After eight years of unconstitutional! dic- 
tatorship, the monarchy decided to legalize 
its position and summoned Parliament. But 
elections for Parliament must be preceded 
by municipal elections, and the date for 
holding them was set for Aprih 12. What 
happened disappointed the monarchy. In 
almest every provincial capital, in every 
town of any significance, even in many vil- 
lages, the republicans outvoted the mon- 
archists by three to one. In other words, 
the republic in Spain had three times as 
many supporters as the existing state. On 
April 14, the republic was proclaimed 
throughout the whole country as if it were 
the most natural thing in the worid. The 
monarchy made no attempt to defend it- 
self. It submitted to the election returns 
and vanished from history. 

The world was amazed at the polite way 
the Government abdicated. For our part, 
we were amazed at the unquestionable ex- 
istence of a fact that suddenly destroyed all

tood. Political upheavals are generally 
accomplished under revolutionary circum- 
stances. How did it come about that this 
did not happen in Spain? 

Normally, a government has no sooner 
lost its essential prestige, its historic justi- 
fication, than a powerful minority arises, 
organizes itself as an opposition party, and 
overwhelms the government by means of a 
more or less bloody revolution. Normally. 
it is the opposition eas such that destroys 
the old government and builds up a new 
one without the support of the whole peo- 
ple, that is to say, the majority. Revolution 
is always the work of an opposition, and 
the opposition is essentially a minority, big 
or small, but always a minority. The ma- 
jority is logically not revolutionary. 

. - * 

The significance of these facts lies in 
their contradiction. The point simply is 
that Spain is an abnormally non-revolu- 
tionary country. The capacity for revolu- 
tion is a talent or a handicap that nations 
either possess or lack. Spain possesses 
neither this talent nor this handicap. Re- 
cent events only throw a new light on the 
whole histery of Spain, which does not in- 
clude a single revolution. 

But when we remember that revolution 
is the modus operandi of any oppdsition, 
we are forced to recognize that this extra- 
ordinary peculiarity of the Spanish penin- 
sula is due to the fact that there is not 
and never has been an opposition in Spain. 
This is the deepest mystery in Spanish his- 
tory. We are a nation that is loyal-to its 
government, and this explains a great deal 

A nation without an opposition, isn’t that 
a charming theme? How is it possible? 
What does such a nation look like? How 


| does its organism make use of the nega- 


tive forces that regulate the life of any 
collective body? To answer such questions, 
we must leave the facts we have just been 
discussing and delve into the Spanish soul. 

Spain changes only when it changes as a 
whole. At the elections for the Constitu- 
tional Assembly held on May 28, only one 
Royalist representative was chosen. In other 
words, the wonderful law that governs our 
history is being fulfilled in respect to the 
monarchistic idea, which, now that it fs out 
of power, can no longer survive, even as 
the opposition. 

. — . 

The intellectual tradition of Spain is sim- 
ple. We do not possess and never did 
possess any historical inclination toward 
heterodoxy. Opposition, heterodoxy, always 
came from outsiders. But that quality 
which, like the capacity for revolution, may 
be either a handicap or an advantage, that 
talent which a people may have for being 
always in tune with itself and able te act at 
a given fateful moment as a single united 
force and set in motion a great historical 
movement—that quality we do possess. 
This has happened to Spain once and may 
happen again 

But a nation that can change only as a 
whole must move along its historic path in 
tempo lento. The new order establishes it- 
self secretly and gradually until it has per- 
meated all society. In the early nineteenth 
century, Buckle could well describe Spain as 
a country whose destiny was to remain true 
to its kings. That is the superficial aspect, 
but the underlying reality is different. 
Spain was monarchial as long as the 
monarchial idea officially ruled the world. 

This does not mean that Spain has identi- 
fied itself with the growth and decay of all 
its kings since the year 1500. Quite the 
contrary. The mere fact that ever since 
that time foreign dynasties have occupied 
the Spanish throne characterizes the true 
situation. The monarchy, in other words 
the state, oppressed the Spanish people, but 
always as a foreign body. The essential 
unity that existed between the Bourbons 


and the French never found its parallel on 


the Iberian peninsula. The monarchy was 
never national. 

As iong as spain was in the historical 
phase during which a state could impose 
upon a people, it could justly be considered 
royalist. But the Fretch Revolution and 
the new economic structure of Europe gave 
collective life a more porous structure. - 
It is no longer possible to distinguish be- 
tween public force and society. Both have 
become so porous that they penetrate each 
other. 

The republican idea has made a con- 
quest of the Spanish soul bit by bit. The 
restoration accomplished by the father of 
Alfonso XITI ¢0 years ago was a great his- 
toric falsehood. Alfonso XIII hastened the 
destruction of the monarchist idea in Spain 
through an attitude that is decisive in all 
Spanish dramas. As the German is objec- 
tive, so the Spaniard is subjective, personal. 
He lets himself be convinced in the last 
analysis the argumenta hominis ad 
hominem. King Alfonso was too concerned 
about appearing clever and forgot to re- 
main loyal in his personal relations te in- 
dividuals a’groups. The Spanish people 
vanqui him in a man-to-man combat.

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STORY OF DREYFUS CASE 
TOLD IN FINE PICTURE PLAY 


Film of Old French Army Scandal 
Excellent Entertainment at 
American Theater. 

“The Dreyfus Case,” a British- 
made film, with an all English cast 
of splendid performers unknown to 
cinema fans on this side of the wa- 
ter, began a visit to the American 
Theater yesterday afternoon and 
will be presented there-twice each 
afternoon and twice each evening 
during the remainder of the week. 
It proved to be an absorbing and 
finely played picture drama of the 
scandal which rocked the French 
nation almost 40 years ago when 
Capt. Alfred Dreyfus was accused 
of selling secrets of the army to 
rival countries, tried, convicted and 
sent to Devil’s Island. The interest 
taken in the case later by Emil 
Zola, whose famous “I Accuse”’ let- 
ter brought about a tardy release 
of the persecuted officer and the 
establishment of the guilt of the 
real traitor, forms the backbone of 
the picture drama, although the 
story is completely and faithfully 
told from start to finish. 

No attempt has been made to in- 
ject any outside material into the 
play. there being sufficient drama 
in the actual occurrences to sat- 
isfy everyone. A bit of romance 
eenters around the love of Capt. 
Dreyfus for his wife and children 
and Mme. Dreyfus’ untiring efforts 
in his behalf, but has little to do 
with the action of the piece. 

Famous Frenchmen, some of 
them § still alive, are shown in the 
film. Zola, Clemenceau, high of- 
ficers of the army and of the state 
and, of course, Dreyfus, are  pic- 
tured and the drama, seemingly 
historically correct, is a fine piece 
of screen work. 


Aunt Sarah gives a remarkable 
characterization, and the popular 
Bobby Reed, with the company 
again, does splendidly in the role 
of the Rev. Dr. Fairfield, which, 
in its way, is quite as good a bit of 
acting as was his gruesome role 
in “Dracula.””

ARCHBISHOP GLENNON SPEAKS 
AT RICHMOND CELEBRATION 


RICHMOND, Van Nov. 9.—In 
the opening sermon of a two-day 
celebration of Sacred Heart Ca- 
thedral and the dedication of a mil- 
lion dollar orphanage here. Arch- 
bishop John J. Glennon of _ 5&t. 
Louis told a gathering of the Ro- 
man Catholic hierarchy yestreday 
that America had both conquered 
and failed in the economic struggle 
following the World War. 

He described the post-war eco- 
nomic conditions as the second war 
and said America had reached 


economic heights but had failed 
at the same time because there 
“was none left to carry on the 


economic struggle.” 

“The nations of the world were 
too poor to trade with us, and so 
left us to hold the world’s gold and 
our wheat crops and corn and the 
mass production of our industry,” 
he said. “We excluded them by 
tariffs and they shut us out by 
their tariff walls.” 

The Archbishop said this “mad 
rush for world trade” and “crimes 
committed against social justice at 
home” were the causes for “social 
unrest and demand for readjust- 
ment.”

|GUNNERS DEFEAT 


STRONG CHICAGO

The Battery A Gunners scored 
their second direct hit in their pro- 
fessional football game with the 


noon, putting the invading enemy 
to rout by a 6-0 count at Public 
Schools Stadium in a game that 
seemed to show that the pro game 
has “‘made the grade” here. The 
attendance was announced at 3900. 

The St. Louis gridiron gladia- 
tors were indeed “light artillery’ 
as compared to the invaders, but 
12 first downs for the Gunners 
against two for the Panthers, as 
well as the half dozen points 
against none, indicate how deci- 
sively the St. Louis team outplayed 
their heavier opponents. 

Outweighed some 12 pounds to 
the man in the forward wall, al- 
though the Battery line had an 
average of 191 pounds, “Red” 
Saussele and company plowed 
through the visitors, around them, 
passed over them, outkicked them 
and altogether played them off 
their feet.

The teams played a scoreless 
first half, during which the Gun- 
ners showed clearly their superior- 
ity over the Panthers in advancing 
the ball. After the opening kick- 
off by Chicago, the Gunners made 
three first downs in_ succession. 
The local eleven got within’ the 
Chicago 20-yard line, but an at- 
tempt at a place-kick, from the 
35-yard line by Scott Hornsby, and 
which was short and wide, was the 
only serious scoring threat.

The Futurity purse of $66,170 
rolled up a grand total of $219,000, 
making Top Flight the year’s great- 
est money winner, regardless of sex 
or age. Twenty Grand, three-year- 
old champion, previously led with 
a total of $218,545. 

Princess Doreen’s Record Broken. 

The triumph also established Top 
Flight as the greatest money win- 
ner of her sex in the world, sur- 
passing the mark of $197,915 es- 
tablished by the English mare, 
Scepter. It also broke Princess 
Doreen’s American record of $174,- 
745. The juvenile record of $170,- 
890, hung up in nine successive 
victories by Domino in 1893, also 
went into the discard. Both Scep- 
ter and Princess Doreen established 
their records over several seasons 
of running, the latter campaigning 
for six years. 

In addition to the money records, 
Top Flight covered the one and 
one-sixteenth. miles in 1:44 4-5, a 
new record for the event and only 
two-fifths of a second off the track 
record set by Hephaiston under 107 
pounds.

Equipoise “Von Last Year. 

Top Flight’s victory in the rich 
Pimlico stake was the gecond con- 
secutive victory for. the famous 
Whitney silks or Eton blue and 
brown. After practically being left 
at the post, Equipoise won the race 
last year and then went on as the 
public choice for the Derby. He 
went wrong on the eve of the 
race, however, and was scratched. 

The Futurity probably was Top 
Flight’s last start of the year. She | 
will soon go into winter quarters 
to rest up for rich three-year-old 
stakes of 1932.

So it went down the line, us- 
ing the records of the State De- 
partment and to some extent the 
Navy, in support of the findings. 

In a private discussion one of the 
committee members placed especial 
emphasis on the presidential in- 
structions, which limited them to 
disproving the Gardiner statements 
of fact from readily available Gov- 
ernment sources. This same mem- 
ber described the committee re- 
port as a temperate one. 

Most of the evidence, quotations 
from Mr. Hoover and Secretary 
Stimson, were available to Gardin- 
er long before he issued his state- 
ment. They revealed practically 


the efficiency or solvency of their 
roacs.”
